“WASHINGTON, April 12,—[Exclusive Dispatch] There 
are but two views regarding the Samoan business in Washing- 
ton tonight. One is that there will be war, and the other is that 
there will be great difficulty in settling matters without war. 
These two opinions are not far apart and indicate in their close- 
ness to each other how seriously the situation is looked upon, 
While this by no means indicates war for a certainty, it does 
mean that there exists a real war scare here. 

What bothers Washington most just now is that when the 
last dispatches left Apia there existed a terrible bad state of 
affairs, That was twelve days ago, and no one here can guess 


there has been more disturbances and very likely more blood- 
shed. 
When the present information left Apia things were getting 


apprehension, So even the most conservative men make no 
attempt to conceal their uneasiness about the situation and some 
fairly conservative men indulge in war talk, 

Thus, Representative Hull, of lowa, chairman of the House 
Military Affairs Commhittee, after talking with the President 
today, said that there might be war, and further said that the 
people in the West would not allow the administration to take 
much back talk from Germany. 

Senator Davis, chairman of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, talked differently, but there was an undercurrent of 
apprehension in what he said, When the next news reaches 
here from Samoa it will better show what the outcome is edly 
to be.

TOLD ABOUT THE BEEF. 


SOME WITNESSES WHO FOUND If 
GooD ENOUGH TO EAT. 


Gen, Chaffee Testifies Regarding the 
Inspection Made Upon His Re- 
quest—Thinks Men Did Not Eat 
Because They Vere Sick. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, April 12.—Gens. Adna 
R. Chaffee and A. R, Arnold, Dr. 
Huidekopper and Capt. Williams of the 
commissary department, were before 
the beef court of inquiry today. Gen 
Chaffee said that while he considered 
the refrigerator beef supplied to the 
army as Santiago wholesome, the offi- 
cers and men of his command refused 
generally to eat it. He attributed this 
largely to'the fact that most of them 
were sick. 

Dr. Huidekopper said ¢he canned 
beef was generally of poor quality. 
Capt. Williams told of the condemna- 
tion of the beef on board the trans- 
port Panama. Gen. Arnold's testimony 
dealt with the been supplied at Jackson- 
Ville, which was, said, generally 
wholesome. Members of the court ex- 
press confidence of being able to cdén- 
clude the taking of testimony by the 
early part of next week. There avill 
not be much delay after that in the 
presentation of the report. 

THEIR TESTIMONY. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, April 12.—Gen. A. R. 
Arnold, who was in command of the 
Second Division of the Seventh Army 
Corps during the Spanish war, was be- 
fore the Wade court of inquiry today. 
He stated that at Jacksonville, Fla., as 
a rule, the fresh beef was acceptable, 
but that there was occasional com- 
plaints that it was tainted, especially 
during the hot aveather of last summer. 
These complaints came at times every 
two or three days. There was also some 
complaint concerning the potatoes, 
onions’and other food. He did not at- 
tribute the sickness of his command 


‘to the food supply. He did not remem- 


ber that Lieut.-Col. Currie of the Sec- 
ond New Jersey had ever made com- 
plaint of the food supplied. He had 
not suspected that the meat was chemi- 
cally treated. 

Gen. Adna R. Chaffee, who com- 
manded a brigade at Santiago, gave the 
details of the recent condemnation of 
canned roast beef at the latter place. 
He said the canned roast beef ‘had been 
sent there from other points in «he 
West Indies, for distribution to the 
Cubans, and that he had distributed 
probably 1,500,000 pounds of it. He had 
not heard any complaint about the 
meat until a few weeks ago, when a 
newspaper reporter had told him that 
10,000 cans had been thrown into the 
sea because it was bad. He had fm- 
mediately reported to Gen. Brooke and 
asked for inspection. This savas ordered, 
with Gen. Barnest at the head of the 
board. The board found that out of the 
800,000 rations remaining on hand about 
1 85-100 per cent. was bad. There was 
a considerable quantity of gomatoes 
and canned fruit which was not good. 
Gen. Chaffee also testified concerning 
the meat supply to his command dur- 
ing the Santiago campaign. He be- 
lieved the refrigerator beef to be per- 
fectly good, but while this was true, 
the officers and men would not eat it. 
They rejected it almost wholly as be- 
ing spoiled. It was generally received 
in camp by 8 o’clock, in the morning 
and was most generally buried a few 
minutes after it was r ed. ’ 
- This was due largely, he thought, to 
the fact that the men were sick. He 


had remonstrated with them because he 


thought they needed the change of diet, 
but they would not have it. 

As for himself, he kept the meat until 
the afternoon.and then found it whole- 
some and saveet.

ADVICES FROM MEXICO. 


Primate Leaves for Rome—Infiuen- 
ces Hostile to the United States, 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


CITY OF MEXICO, April 12.—Arch- 
bishop Alarcon, Primate of Mexico, 
leaves this city tonight for Rome, via 
the United States. This is a customary 
visit to Rome, made at stated times, 
but it is rumored in clerical circles that 
there is much anxiety felt at the Vati- 
can regarding the outrageous and per- 
sistent assaults on the United States 
and the American people by the clerical 
papers in this country, which tends to 
harm the Catholic church in broad and 
continental interests. 

All the papers here opposed to Presi- 
dent Diaz’s administration are hostile 
to the United States, but they represent 
only a minority of the Mexican people. 
Another influence hostile to the United 
States is European sentiment here, 
which naturally has commercial rea- 
sons for influencing public opinion, for 
trade with the United States is increas- 
ing yearly.

He is being re- 
ceived by prominent Mexican people, 
and the impression has got into the 
papers that he is a candidate for the 
Presidency of the United States.

est German sailors were cut off by the 

barbarous chief, Mataafa, whom the 
representative of the great Christian 
nation, Germany, is now supporting. 
Expeditions in armed cutters belong- 
ing to the Tauranga and Porpoise are 
doing considerable execution against 

Mataafa’s strongholds along the coasts. 

The British forces are being assisted by 

100 Samoans. About forty-six of Ma- 

taafa’s boats and several villages have 

been destroyed. In the mean time fly- 
ing columns are being sent daily along 
the roads and through the bush near 

Apia. 

On April 1, a force of 214 British and 
‘Americans and 150 friendlies were sur- 
prised in ambush at the German plan- 
tation of Vastao. The rebel force 
opened fire on the rear left flank and

“FEELING APPROACHING DISMAY. 


Unwelcome Samoan News Received 
at Washington—The Outtook. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, April 12.—The news 
from Samoa was received here with a 
feeling approaching dismay. There 
was a refusal on the part of the higher 
officials to discuss the sad event. The 
secretary of the German Embaasy 
called early in the day upon Secretary 
Hay. Neither of the officials would dis- 
close anything as to the nature of the 
exchange that took place. The arrest 
and retention by the British naval offi- 
cials of a German subject is one of 
the most dangerous features of the con- 
troversy. It is said that the Consuls 
of the three powers stationed at Apia 
claim extra territorial jurisdiction, in- 
volving the wright to try the swhbjects 
of their respective countries for any of- 
fenses alleged to have been committed. 
Under this practice the German Consul, 
Rose, may demand the surrender of 
the German. If the man is guilty it 
is considered improbable that the Brit- 
ish will yield, unless upon some ade- 
quate guarantee that he is to be suffi- 
ciently punished. It is not believed 
likely that Rose will make such prom- 
i 


se. 
It is believed that Admiral Kautz, 
with the codperation of the British, will 
continue his efforts to bring the rebele 
lious natives to terms: This~— 
likely to be an easy task, in view of the 
somewhat small force at his command, 


may accept the proposition of the au- 
thorities of New Zealand to send a 
regiment of soldiers to Samoa. No 
protest thus far has been lodged at the 
State Department against Admiral 
Kautz. 

At the British and German embassies 
the news of the bloody conflict in Sa- 
moa was received with deep —.. 
Sir Julian Pauncefote expresse® his 
profound regret at the collisicn at a 
moment when he had hoped the trouble 
was in a fair way to adjustment. Mr. 
Eliot, the British High Commissioner 
to Samoa, also deplored the event. The 
British officials were quite confident, 
however, that the chances of a ‘settle- 
ment would not be destruyed by this 
affair, although they might be some- 
what embarrassed. 

At neither of the embassies had a 
word of official jnformation been re- 
ceived, and the Associated Press ac- 
counts were therefore scanned with 
great interest. The German Ambassa- 
dor, Dr. von Holleben, statea that while 
he was wholly without official advices, 
he deeply régretted to hear that there 
had been further loss of life. In all 
diplomatic quarters, there was a dis- 
position to treat the news as grave, 
but not as disrupting the plans for a 
settlement. A sharp difference has de- 
veloped between the British and Ger- 
man foreign offices as to getting the 
high commission off for Samoa on the 
19th. Lord Salisbury says the commis- 
sioners cannot be instructed by tele- 
graph so as to get away on the 19th. 
The British view is that there is no 
chance of getting away until next 
month. The following official German 
view was given to the Associated 
Press: 

“After Germany and the United 
States had arrived at such an unders- 
standing that the commission could 
have left San Francisco on the 19th, 
England raises new difficulties of such 
complicated nature that they cannot 
be dealt with telegrapNically. 

“Germany feels justified under these 
circumstances to hold the name of her 
commissjoner still back. The Berlin 
news that Germany would demand sat- 
isfaction for the arbitrary action of 
Admiral Kautz is not credited jn offi- 
cial German circles, and seems to be 
malicious invention. The whole ques- 
tion of the account of Samoa is pend- 
ing at present, not between three 
powers, but between Germany and 
England.” 

The President received the Associated 
Press dispatches from Auckland soon 
after he entered his office and Secretary 
Long called with the cablegram from 
Admiral Kautz. They remained in con- 
ference less than half an hour. The 
Secretary seemed to view the matter 
with perfect equanimity, and said that 
no additional force would be sent to 
Apia, as our present strength there was.

German Treachery Hinted at by the 
 Loadon Press—Choate’s View. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. } 

LONDON, April 12.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The dispatches of the Associated 
Press from Apia, via Auckland, N. Z.., 
were the only news received here of 
the treacherous attack made by the 
Mataafans upon the American and 
British naval forces. They created 
considerable sensation in official cir- 
cles and among.the general pubiic. 
The newspapers sent out large placards 
printed with such startling statements 
as: “British and American forces 
routed.” “German treachery,” etc. 

The heroic conduct of Ensign Mona- 
ghan of the Philadelphia particularly 
appeals to the public. The British Ad- 
miralty has received a dispatch from 
Cept. Stuart, the senior British naval 
officer in - Samoan waters, giving the 
news of the death of Lieut. Freeman 
of the British cruiser Tauranga, “in 
an engagement with the rebels.” 

Beyond this no further details have 
been received. 

The German Ambassador here, Count 
von Hatzfeldt-Weldenburg, first re- 
ceived the news from a representative 
of the Associated Press. He quickly 
recognized its importance, and asked 
permission to make a copy of the dis- 
patch. He said:

LONDON, April 12.—The outbreak in 
Samoa, just when the powers had 
agreed upon the appointment of a com- 
mission to settle the difficulties there 
has caused great annoyance and dis. 
appointment at the Foreign Office here, 
Where it is regarded as making the al- 
ready serious complications still 
gsraver. While they have difficulty in 
expressing a definite opinion upon the 
fresh developments, it is acknowledged 
by Foreign Office officials that there 
has been hasty action on the part of 
German Consul Rose, for, although he 
may have many technical reasons for 
the part he played in behalf of the 
German interests, it is asserted that 
he has heen the prime cause of the 
fresh outbreak which, it is added, bra 
necessarily greatly embarrass the en- 
deavors for peace. 


GERMANY’S STATEMENT. 


British and Americans Blaimed for 
; the Trouble—Waiting. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. 
BERLIN, April 12.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] The correspondent here of 
the Associated Press has had an in- 
terview with a Foreign Office official, 
who is authorized to speak for the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, Baron 

von Buelow. He said: 

“We have received several official 
dispatches saying that the Tanu peo- 
ble for @ fortnight past have been 
raiding and pillaging around Apia, 
destroying mainly .German property. 
They are armed with weapons fur- 


nished by the British. 


“We also received today a dispatch. 
from the commander of the Falke, 
confirming the ambuscade and loss of 
the Americans and English, sub- 
Stantiating wholly the dispatch of the, 
Associated Press. The ambuscade 
may possibly have been on a German 
plantation. as nearly all the property 
around Apia is German. The gov- 
erpment regrets extremely the oc- 
currence. for which, however, it is in 
no way to blame. Such hostile en- 
counters must naturally be expected 
when th2 Anglo-American action in 
crowning Tanu has made nine-tenths 
of the Samoans their enemies. It 
shows strongly how necessary is the 
prompt departure of the commission 
with adequately full instructions. 

“Although the German commis- 
sioner has not been formally ap- 
pointed, he is ready to start for Samoa 
within half an hour after the three 
governments clearly define the mode 
of Operations, and the powers of the 
commission. Why does England 
neediessly delay agreeing? It is the 
only way to prevent ceaseless blood- 
shed in Samoa. Unless the commis- 
sion starts soon such encounters may. 
occur any day. 

“Of course, now that fresh blood 
has been spilled, the excitement of the 
Americans and British may increase. 
But Germany is blameless. The same 
thing happened to our men in 1888. 
The Samoans also cut off the heads 
of the German victims tHen. That is 
one of the Samoans’ pleasant habits. 
If Admiral Kautz had the power to re- 
establish peace, all might be well. 
But he needs a much stronger force 
than now available under his and the 
British command at Apia, to subdue 
Mataafa and his warlike hosts.” 

The correspondent of the Associated 


Press also saw United States Am-_| 


bassador White, who said he had not 
received any Official news of the re- 
cent occurrences in Samoa, and wart 
therefore unable ta comment on them. 

The Lokal Anzeiger, the only after- 
noon newspaper here containing’ the 
exciting Samoan news, does not com- 
ment upon it. 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press hears from an authoritative 
source that the Washington govern- 
ment is_still in doubt as to how far 
unanimity to prevailwithin the 
commission. Germany insisting upon 
absolute unanimity, and the Unitea 
States desiring unanimity on impor- 


tant quéstions only; while on the pre=-

Representative Hull of Iowa, chair- 
man of the House Military Affairs 
Committee, was also one of the 
President's visitors.

‘This government wil! not under- 
take to discredit our men there unless 
it is shown clearly that they are in 
the wrong. If Germany insists in her 
present course, there may be war. I 
do not believe this administration will 
allow Germany to run this govern- 
Ment, as she seems to be trying to 
do now. In my section of the coun- 
try the feeling had been _ strong 
against Germany for six months. The 
people believe that she was hostile 
to us in the war with Spain. The 
people are in such temper that they 
will not permit any trifling or hedg- 
ing on the part of the United States. 
If there should be war I @o not be- 
lieve that all the European countries 
could or would stand against Great 
Britain and the United States.” 

Senator Thurston said it would be 
pretty hard for three of the most en- 
lightened nations of the earth to have 
war over a few little islands, which 
are of no consequence. He consid- 
ered the situation as somewhat grave. 

Senator Stewart said: ‘Does Ger- 
many want to fight? If so, she may 
be accommodated. We are a peaceful 
people, but we won’t permit others to 
he around with chips on their shoul- 
ers.’’

SAN FRANCISCO, April 12.—Lieut. 
Philip Van Horne Lansdale was born 
in the District of Columbia February 
15, 1858, and entered the naval academy 
June 6, 1873. He ‘graduated in June, 
1878 and was promoted ensign in 1881, 
and after duty at the Washington navy 
yard was ordered to the Philadelphia 
in June, 1890, and was made lieutenant, 
junior grade, in June 1893. He was in 
charge of the caravels at the World's 
Fair, Chicago, and after receiving his 
full lieutenancy was a short time on 
the battleship Massachusetts. In June, 
aaa he was ortlered to the Philadel- 
phia. 

Ensign John R. Monaghan was ap- 
pointed to the naval academy as a cadet 
from the State of Washington, entering 
Annapolis on September 7, 1891. He 
graduated and was made an ensign in 
July, 1897, being assigned to the Phila- 
delphia, to which vessel he was at- 
tached up to the time of his death.

Long Ones Received by British and 
German Embassies. 
[ASSOCIATED VRESS NIGHT REPORT. 
WASHINGTON, April 12.—Both the 
British and German embassies tonight 
received long cablegrams from their 
foreign offices reporting on the develop- 
ments in Samoa. That from London 
was from the British Consul at Apia, 
and said that the casualties were one 
British officer killed, two or three 
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Americans killed and five American 
sailors wounded, with two English 
sailors wounded. The purport of the 
German dispatch is not known. It 
reached here about 8 o'clock and took 
an hour and a half to decipher. ‘ 

The dispatch to the British em- 
bassy was in the main a confirmation 
of facts given in the Associated ‘Press 
dispatch. It was conservative 
tone and announced at the outset that 
a collision had oecurred on a planta- 
tion near “Apia between the native 
forces and a combined American’ ani 
English detachment. One _ point of 
significance to the embassy was th- 


fact that it apparently contradicted a / 


published report of a large numbe-. of | 
casualties on the side of the joint 
American-English forces. Another im- 
portant point was that it announced 
only one British officer killed. 

The action of Great Britain in or- 
dering two more warships to Samoa at- 
tracted considerable attention here, 
and it was stated that if the British 
ships are so reinforced Germany would 
take similar steps and augment her 
naval representation in those water.

This morning's dispatches bring de- 
tailed accounts of fighting near Apia, 
Samoa. in which English and Ameri- 
ican blue-jackets were opposed by 
overwhelming numbers of native Sa- 
moans under the standard of Mataafa, 
the would-be King of Samoa. The 
Americans and the English fought side 
by side with. characteristic heroism 
against great odds, and though obliged 
to retire, they inflicted, before doing 
so. a far greater loss upon the natives 
than they themselves suffered. Two 
American Officers, one English officer, 
and four marines wo'> killed, while 
the Jcss of the Mataa.ans was about 
forty killed and many wounded. The 
trouble was. over the recent seating 
of Tanu on the throne of Samoa, 
which gave rise to a rebellion on the 
part of the adherents of Mataafa, the 
other aspirant for kingly honors. The 
Germans are supporting Mataafa, 
while the Americans and the English 
support Tanu.

Last year the bids were 
not opened until some time in August, 
which was too late to give competing 
companies time to install the neces- 
sary plant for-the proper execution 
of the contract. This year, no mis- 
take of the kind should be made. The 
taxpayers of the city are entitled to 
the full benefit of competition — be- 
tween the companies which desire to 
bid for the work, and it is the duty 
of the Council to afford @very possible 
opportunity for full and free competi- 
tion, in order that the lowest rate con- 
sistent with effective service may be 
obtained. 

The lighting question is one of the 
most important with which the City 
Council has to deal. By calling ’for 
bids at an early date, it will be pos- 
sible to let the contract at an advan- 


tageous rate ‘for the city, and to 
close the whole matter up in time to. 
secure, under proper guaranty, the 


faithful and efficient performance of 
the work for the ensuing year. 

Last year it was proposed that the 
city should install its own distribu- 
ting plant. consisting of wires and 
poles in all parts of the city to be 
reached, inviting bids for the furnish- 
ing of current and lamps only. This 
plan, though apparently very advan- 
tageous for the city, was defeated. It 
might be well to bring forward the 
proposition again this year, in order 
that its manifest advantages may be 
thoroughly discussed and that its dis- 
advantages, if it have any, may be 
made clear.

Carpets were a luxury re- 
served for the rich, and the owner- 
ship of a piano conferred a distinct 
mark of gentility upon its fortunate 
possessor. The American Cultivator, 
referring to those times, says: 

“Those were the days when farmers 
began work as early as they could see 
in the morning and kept at it until 
dark, or in the long days very nearly 
eight. hours the forenoon and 
eight hours in the afternoon, and boys 
were expected to work two or three 
hours in the field or shop every night 
and morning while they were attend- 
ing school, Then the hired man 
worked as long as his employer, and 
was glad to accept 50 to 75 cents as 
compensation for a day’s work. Then 
the farmers in the Genesee Valley of 
New York, or those in the far West 
of Ohio and Michigan, 
wheat by hand, reaped it with a sickle, 
thrashed it out with a flail, and drew 
it miles to market to obtain 50 cents 
a bushel for it, while the mechanics 
of Massachusetts, often earning less 
than a dollar a day, paid $8 to $9 a 
barrel for their flour.” 

What a howl would go up if the la- 
boring men of today were forced to 
face such a condition of affairs. When 
we talk about those “good old times,” 
we should have a clear comprehen- 
sion of what the conditions were. 
They look very romantic from a dis- 
tance, but few Of us would care to 
undergo such privations again. 

While it is true that. the rich are 
rapidly growing richer, it does not 
necessarily follow that. the poor are 
growing poorer?

Un- 
doubtedly, if such baths were to be 
had here, a great many people who 
now go down to the various seaside 
resorts to take a dip would” spend 
their money in town. 

In any case, however, we should be- 
gin with having a first-class fresh 
water bathing establishment. Many 
less enterprising cities than Los An- 
geles are noted for their facilities 
in this respect, and derive mucn fame 
and revenue therefrom. Salt Lake, 
with which Los Angeles hopes soon 
to be in direct railway communica- 
tion, is noted all over the country for 
its two magnificent bathing places, 
Garfield and Saltair beach. The last- 
named place has magnificent bath- 
houses, which are visited by many 


thousands of people every week, Many | 


of them coming from long distances 
on account of the bathing facilities. 
Las Vegas, in New Mexico, is noted 
for its fine bathhouse. So is Glen- 
wood Springs, on the Rio Grande 
Railroad. Even the out-of-the-way 
town of Boise, in Idaho, has a hand- 
some natatorium, owned by the lo- 
cal water company, with a fine swim- 
ming bath, 150 feet long; also tub 
and vapor baths. Nearer home, the 
Sutro* baths, in San Francisco, are 
celebrated all over the country. 

On the other side of the water, Lon- 
don has. many baths which are open 
to the public at nominal prices, rang- 
ing from 2 cents up. Paris has*many 
magnificent baths, including floating 
establishments on the Seine. It was 
recently suggested that bathhouses 
should be erected in some of the Los 
Angeles parks. That may be a good 
idea, as a beginning. In any case 
steps should be taken to remove Los 
Angeles from the list. of cities which 
do not possess a public bathhouse.

[AN MACLAREN HERE. 


THE WIDELY KNOWN AND LOVED 
AUTHOR GIVES TWO TALKS. 


Tells of the Traits of His Country- 
men, of the Noble Simplicity of 
Their Home Life, and Illustrates 
With Scenes From His Books. 


Last night, when requested to intro- 
duce to the people of Los Angeles the 
well-beloved “Ian Maclaren,” Rev. 
Burt Estes Howard struck the keynote 
of feeling ¢hroughout the entire audi- 
ence by declining to attempt the im- 
possible. To no man, he said, was 
given the privilege of introducing “Ian 
Maclaren” to American people. The 
Rev. Dr. John Watson of Sefton Park 
Church, Liverpool, stood before them 
for the first time, but it avas not Dr. 
Watson they: had come ¢o see and hear; 
it was “Ian Maclaren,” who had been 
for so long enshrined in the hearts 
of Americans that all that remained to 
be done was to voice the universal 
sentiment in bidding him welcome. 

And welcome ‘he was, and thrice wel- 
come will he be when he comes again. 
It is good to be privileged to laugh 
and weep over the heart-stirring pages 
which bear the simple annals of Drum- 
tochty folk, but it is better to see the 
man of Drumtochty himself, and to 
hear him tell, with infinite humor and 
tenderness, of the people whom ‘he has 
brought almost as near to the heart 
of humanity as they are to his own. 
Ian Maclaren loves his people well. 
That is why they are dear ‘to all the 
world. As he himself is in sympathy 
with every phase of Scottish life and 
character, he draws each type ‘with 
such marvelous fidelity, and such deli- 
cacy of touch that it bears the impress 
of universal truth. The undercurrent 
of human feeling is the same in any 
land and under all conditions. It needs 
no accident of environment to enable 
one to understand William Maclure, and 
Marget Hoave, and Jamie Soutar, for it 
is an understanding that comes from 
the heart and not from the brain. So, 
when Ian Maclaren stood before the 
people yesterday, there was no sense 
even of novelty in the fact of his pres- 
ence. They felt that they had known 
him always, and the looked and spoke 
just as he naturally would look and 
speak,—being Ian Maclaren. He is as 
typical as the children of his heart and 
brain. The tall, strong figure and 
rugged face are essentially Scottish; 
the keen, dark eyes can soften into 
tenderest sympathy, or twinkle with 
the ironic humor that lies too deep for 
open mirth; the deep, resonant voice is 
made richer by the irresistible burr 
that clings to every Scottish tongue. 
He stands there quietly and talks of 
his people,—familiarly, as between 
friends, and occasionally he reads some 
peculiarly characteristic scene from 
“Beside the Bonnie Briar Bush,’’ or 
“Auld Lang Syne.’ These glimpses 
are tantalizing in their brevity, for the 


people of Drumtochty are living before 


you, and there are so many other 
scenes that would be as beautiful as 
these if read in such masterly fashion. 
You know the people of Drumtochty so 
well that you have fancied that Ian 


Maclaren woulf have little more 4o tell 


you about them, but, as he talks on, 
new beauties appear in familiar things. 
Subtle shades of feeling that have es- 
caped you on the printed page linger 
in the cadences of the deep, quiet tones; 
the pathos is ¢ender and more delicate, 


the humor is more quaint and unex- [ 


pected, and as you listen it dawns on 
you that you have suddenly been ad- 
mitted into the inner life of the Drum- 
tochty folk, and that, after all, you 
have had a mere bowing acquaintance 
with them, very cold and formal in 
the warmth of this sudden sense of 
fellowship. ~~ 

In the afternoon lecture, Dr. Watson, 
without pausing for preliminaries, took 


his hearers with him into the Glen, and‘ 


made them share in the life of the peo- 

le. 
ol knowledge, and so, from exquisite 
bits of character sketching of simple 
shepherd folk and their scholar son, it 
was easy to glide into a scene from “A 
Laddie o' Pairts”’ when Domsie_ re- 
joiced with Marget. Howe and her hus- 
band over the triumph of their boy. 
Geordie lived only to win the honors 
for which he had been so lovingly pre- 
pared, but there was another scholar 
who did not die, and another mother

of his finding and comforting the poor 


servant lass in London, was told as an 
illustration of the Scottish love of home, 
In this connection, also, came the piti- 
ful tale of the departure from Burn- 
brae, and it is a matter of keen regret 
that there was no place found for the 


joyous, homecoming, when all the Glen 


turned out to do honor to Burnbrae, 
In dealing with Scottish traits, in 
the evening, Dr. Watson drew a series 
of masterly comparisons between the 
various forms of humor; the wit of the 
French, the fun of the English, the 
nondescript absurdity of the Ameri- 
cans, the drollery of the Irish, and the 
grim, ironic humor of the Scots. He 
himself appears to be quite at home 
svith every form that humor can possi- 
bly assume, and this part of his lec- 


ture sparkled with epigrams and scin- 


tillated with illustrative anecdotes. It 
was so close-woven not a_ sentence 
could be omitted without injury to the 
brilliant whole, so those who. were 
unfortunate enough not to hear it 
must wait until the mood strikes lan 
Maclaren to publish a book on humor. 

Last of all, and most lovingly, he 
took up the character of William 
Maclure. All that has been written 
of this doctor of the old school would 
have been too little to satisfy thoSe 
who love him, and the man to whom 
the world is indebted for him was gen- 
erous to his hearers. No words can 
describe the way in which Ian Mac- 
laren tells the story of William 
Maclure: most people already Khow 
the way in which he has written of 
him. In talking’ of this best-loved of 
the Drumtochty men, Dr. Watson 
told of letters he had received from 
all over the world, telling him of the 
existence of Dr. Maclure upon the 
burning plains of Australia, or in the 
forests of New Zealand; in fact, of 
his existence wherever the need for a 
country doctor in a sparsely-settled 
district brings heroic and self-sacri- 
ficing men to the front. He is a 
type, not a man, and as a type he 
is universally recognized. 

“I did nothing’ great in creating 
Maclure.”’ said Dr. Watson. “I only did 
what the leader of a village choir does 
when he strikes his tuning-fork and 
gives the key to the waiting congre- 
gation.

LOWER RATES RESULT FROM BAT- 
TLE FOR SUPREMACY. 


A Triangular Fight Betweea Elec- 
tric Companies, With Allegations 
of Attempts to Fuse — The Cut 
Amounts to More Than Fifty 
Per 


An electric-lighting war that has 
been quietly simmering ever since the 
first of the year has broken out open- 
ly now, and the consumers are all to 
have the benefit of the reductions. 

In ‘the confusion of the different re- 
ports it is difficult to obtain the true 
inwardness of the fight that is now on, 
but it appears to an outsider that the 
great increase in the quantity of elec- 
tricity available in the city has led to 
great competition among the electric 


companies. 


The Los Angeles Lighting Company 
long had a virtual monopoly of the 
business in the city, but within the 
past few months the San Gabriel Com- 
pany brought to this city @ curent 
generated by the waters of the San 


Gabriel River, and later the Edison | 


Company purchased the plant of the 
Southern California Power Company, 
and the electricity generated by that 
company by the waters of the Santa 
Ana River was also brought here. 
The benefit of this competition was 
first felt by the public, when an all- 
night every-night street-light 
service was inaugurated at a trifle 
more than two-thirds the price which 
the city had formerly paid for lights 
run on moon schedule. This change 
came on January 1, the Los Angeles 
company making the reduction at the 
expiration of its bid. 

- About the same time, it is now re- 
ported, the .various companies began 
quietly to grant reductions to con- 
sumers, and this has continued until 
yesterday, when the fight was made 
an open one. There are yario-1s state- 
ments as to the cause of this ‘ast 
move, one company intimating that 
there are combinations among the 
other companies, tHough each denies 
that it is a party to any agreement

over to us temporarily. That shows, 
of course, that there is a friendly feel- 
ing between the two companies. But 
sinee the Edison people completed their 
system, they have been gradually tak- 
ing their customers back, duplicating 
the Edison system. If there was any 
understanding or agreement between 
the two companies, there would cer- 


tainly be-no duplication_of_plants._The— 


Edison company would take on cuse 
tomers from the San Gabriel com- 
pany as quickly as from the Los An- 
geles company. 

“The cut which has been made is a 
heavy one. All companies have what 
they call a base rate, and discounts 
are made from that for various kinds 
of business. Before the cut the base 
rate of 15 cents per 1000 watts was dis- 
counted 331-3 per cent. for business 
houses, whereas the present discount 
is 70 per cent. from the base rate, mak- 
ing the cost less than half what it 
has been. For residences, the discount 
from the base rate was formerly 20 
per cent for $2 to $3 customers, 331-2 
for $3 to $4 and 462-3 for customers 
whose bills run to over $4 a month.

THE CITY WILL ASSIST. 


Request for Public Funds to Enter- 
tain Visiting School Teachers. 
At the next meeting of the City Coun-- 
cil a committee from the Executive 
Cammittee having in charge the ar- 
rangements for the entertainment of 
the members of the National Educa- 
tional Association will appear and re- 
quest that the city make an appropria- 


tion for the fund to defray expenses 
during the time of the associations 
meeting in this city. The committee 


will consist of Messrs. Rule, Storey and 
Silent. They will not make a request 
for any specified amount, but will leave 
the matter-cef the amount of the ap- 
propriation to the Finance Committee 
of the Council. Judge Silent was in the 
committee-room of the City Hall yes- 
terday and explained in part what is 
intended to be done with the money. 
He said it was the intention of the 
eommittee to make the entertalnment 
of the teachers as novel as possible, 
something that they could not have in 
other parts of the country, and there- 
fore something that would lead them 
to long remember Los Angeles and this 
part of the State. Among other things 
it is intended to purchase the crop of 
some large orange orchard, and some 
day during the teachers’ stay here to 
have an orange day, on which the visi- 
tors shall be taken to the orchard and 
allowed to pick all the oranges they 
desire, The act of picking an orange 
will be new to theusands of them. An-- 
other plan {s to have a Chinese theater 
opened on one of the nights of the con- 
vention, and make it free to the visi- 
tors. 

Under the charter the Council is 
permitted to appropriate $5000-each 
year for purposes of celebrations, and 
the Committee on Entertatnment of 
the teachers will endeavor to secure as 
much of this as possible. -Several of 


the members of the Council have sig-[ 


nified their willingness to be as liberal 
in this matter as the condition of the 
city’s finances will permit. The Free 
Harbor Jubilee has made a 
request for a dohation of $1000, and the 
matter is now in the hands of the 
Finanee Committee. One of the meme 
bers of that committee said yesterday 
that while he would not oppose giving 
this committee something, he thought 
$1000 entirely too much. Asked what 
he considered a proper amount, he said 
$400 or $500. The committee will con- 
sider the matter at its regular meeting 
Saturday. and the committee which 
made the request will probably he pres- 
ent at that meeting.

A Polish Junk Dealer in Conjane- 
tion With the Police Department 
Laid a Trap for H. Laub and 
Henry Tisdale. 


It is an every-day contention of at- 
torneys that the law of this State has 
been designed not with an aim:to re- 
forming criminals, but only to punish 
them.

He contended that such estab- 
lishments would not be allowed in 
strictly residence neighborhoods. ana 
Stated that if there was any objection 
to it he would vote against granting 
the permission. The matter will be 
finally considered at the next regular 
meeting of the board.

down there and get them. A bargain 
was made and Matuzesski gave Laub 
85 cents to ga down to Long Beach and 
make the necessary arrangements, with 
the promise that he would be down at 
an appointed time and place and receive 
the plunder. The understanding °was 
that the boys and their mentor were 
to divide the profits, in the absence of 
any price being offered by Matazesski. 
At this point Matuzesski visited the 
Police Station, and as he talks English 
indifferently. he avas turned over to 
Detective Goodman. A plan was de- 
vised by which Laub and Tisdale were 
to be permitted to carry out the scheme 
of crime, which Matuzesski averred had 
been generated in their minds, and 
that at a suitable moment the officers 
were to pounce out upon the young.

The exact part played by Matuzesski 
in the entire transaction is rather dif- 


thrown upon it by parts of his testi- 
mony given in the Justice’s Court.

ernoon preceding and got the lay of 
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land where the crime was com-. 


mitted, and’on the Wednesday after- 
noon saw the Polish junk dealer’s 
wagon drawn up under the trees, and 
the owner, Laub and two colored boys 
lying down having a good time. Matu- 
watched his opportunity . and 
spoke to the witness, telling him to get 
away until after dark, and Goodman 
thereupon made-himself scarce. That 
night he, in company with the City 
Marshal of Long Beach. hid them- 
selves where they could be cognizant 
of what went on, and finally swoopea 
down upon the wagon just as the doy 
Laub approached it with a bucket in 
his hand. In the wagon there was a 
bicycle, harness, a saddle, and behind 
was hitched a ‘horse, and other miscel- 
laneous articles were piled in the ve- 
hicle. Laub had not been seen to han- 
dle any of the stuff save the bucket, 
but the bracelets were put on his 
Wrists, and at a later date the youth 
Tisdale was also arrested. That night 
the detective and Matuzesski-slept_un- 
der the same roof, and the former 
while giving his testimony would not 
acknowledge that the actions of the lat- 
ter in being accessory to the crime 
were other than’of an ordinary and 
proper kind. 


NO DAMAGES 


GRANTED. 


J. Burpitt Wanted Five Thonsand for. 


Being Ran Into on Second Street. 

Judge Campbell of San Bernardino 
sat in Department Two yesterday to try 
the damage suit of James Burpitt 


against the Los Angeles Railway Com- 


pany, to recover $5050. The case awas 
heard without a jury and was quickly 
disposed of. 
The facts in the case were much less 
obscure than in many of those brought 
against the street railway companies. 
The plaintiff alleged that on August 27 
of last year, the defendant company 
negligently ran one of its cars down 
Second street, and at a point between 
Hill and Olive streets ran into the 
wagon of the plaintiff. It was stated 
by Burpitt that he and a man named 
Wolfe were seated in the wagon, and 
when the collision took place Burpitt 
was thrown violently to the ground. 
His head was cut and his body and 
limbs badly briused, and hé re- 
mained unconscious until taken to the 
Receiving Hospital. It was contended 
that Burpitt’s nervous system had. been 
so impaired, and his.yital powers so 
affected that he can never fully reoover 
from the effects of the injuries sus- 
tained in the accident. Indeed, in the 
complaint it Was averred that as dam- 
ages ‘$5008 and, no less sum would 
compensate plaintiff for the great 
detriment.caused”’ to his well being. 
The remaining $50 was asked as reim- 
bursement for medical attendance. 
The defense averred: contributory 
negligence on the part of the plaintiff, 


had been rung, and while the motor- 
man was busily engaged in attempting 
to bring the ear to a standstill, the 
plaintiff's wagon was backed across 
the track. 

Judge Campbell, in rendering judg- 
ment for the defendant company, said 
that he would have had some hesita- 
tion in granting the plaintiff relief on 
his own testimony, but with the later 
evidence added, he was satisfied no 
case could be made out.

A Court Tried to Kaock Out Its Own 
Judgment. 

A decision was rendered yesterday in 
the Township Court by Justice James, 
in the suit of -R. S. Compton against 
Hitchcock and Van Gorder, wherein 
his predecessor in office tried to re- 
verse himself, but as it has turned 
out without success. 

The record shows that the suit was 
begun in July, 1895, and on August 15 
the summons was returned with the 
affidavit of a Mr. Crawford showing 
service on Van Gorder. The latter de- 
faulted and judgment. taken 
against him, but on motion of the 
plaintiff the action was dismissed as 
to Hitchcock, In January of the fol- 
lowing year Van Gorder put in an 
appearance in court, and made a mo- 
tion that the judgment filed be va- 
cated, and an order to that effect was 
made setting aside the judgment on 
Van Gorder’s default... An answer was 
then filed by Van Gorder and the court 
proeeeded to hear evidence at the time 
fixed. and finally. gave judgment dif- 
ferent to the one previously entered. 
Two judgments thus standing, the con- 
tending parties were not unnaturally at 
loggerheads of a more emphatic char- 
acter than before any judgment had 
been entered at all. 

The plaintiff in the case has con- 
tended that the court had no author- 
ity to consider a motion to set aside 
a default judgment except within he 
ten days after the entry of judgment, 
as provided by law. The defendant 
on the other han ued that inas- 
much as there was a nonservice of sum- 
mons, despite the fact that the docket 
showed that a proper returninthat re- 


cate judgment could be made at any 
time. Justice James holds that the lat- 
ter contention holds good under the 
authorities only when the record shows 
a want of authority to enter a de 
fault. In the case in dispute the rec- 
ord entered was in order and élear 
for the first default judgment to be 
entered. 

“The motion to vacate the judgment,” 
says Justice James, “was made nearly 
three months after the entry of the 
same, and more than two months after 
the time fixed by law for the making 
of such motion had expired. It fol- 
Iows that the court acted without 
authority in hearing said motion, and 
that the order made thereon and the 
judgment subsequently entered are 
void and of no effect They may be ig- 
nored entirely or stricken from the 
docket.” 


ment thus summarily, Justice James 
grants the motion upon which the mat- 
ter was brought before him. An order 
was made” requiring Van Gorder to 
appear and answer concerning his 
property, the order reciting that a 
indgment had been recovered against 
the defendant and that an execution 
issued thereon had been returned un- 
satisfied. The court holds that the 
execution can only run against the 
partnership of Hitchcock & Van Gor- 
der. whereas the execution as issued 
is directed against the property of Van 
Gorder: and Van Gorder has been re- 
quired to angwer as to his property 
and not the property of the copartner- 
ship sued. The order has therefore been 
discharged. 


FUSTER WINS OUT. 


Responsibilities of Combining Bank- 
ing With the Saloon Business. 
The gsuit.of Joseph Fuster against 
George Joerrimann to recover $980, 


to| Which had _been entrusted for safe 


‘keeping to the latter, and which was 


stolen while in his custody, was de- 
cided by the Township Justice yester- 
day in favor of the plaintiff. 

The evidence in this rather odd little 
case showed that Fuster at various 
times during the past two years left 
with Joerrimann, who is proprietor of 
the Eureka bar on Main _§ street, 
amounts of money aggregating $115. 
This amount was reduced afterward 
by payments to plaintiff by defendant 
of $35, leaving $80, the amount sued for, 
to the credit of Fuster. The defendant 
averred that the money was_ stolen 
from his safe, along with about $300 of 
other coin, and denied tability on the 
ground that the deposit was a gratui- 
tous one, and that he was @bliged to 
use slight care only in its preservation 
and safe-keeping. 

But the court holds that so far as 
appeared there was no contention that 
Joerrimann kept the identical money 
deposited by Fuster. For aught that 
appeared, it might be inferrea from the 
evidence that the defendanr exercised 
the right he undoubtedly had, and un- 
doubtedly did, to mingle the funds with 

“The relation in which he stood’ to 
plaintiff.” says Justice James, “was 
merely that of a debtor: plaintiff was 
entitled to demand and receive the 
sum of $80 in money from the defend- 
ant at any time he chose after making 
the deposit. This amount might ‘be 
paid in any kind of lawful money, irre- 
spective of the kind deposited. It 
therefore appears that defendant can- 
not claim the benefit of the section re- 
lating to a gratuitous depositary. He 
is indebted to the plaintiff in the

COMMERCIAL. 

POULTRY AND EGGS. It is seldom, 
~fiideed, that poultry and eggs are ‘so 
dear in Los Angeles at this season of 
the year as they are at present - This 
week eggs -are jobbing at 18 
cents, and farmers who bring their eggs 
to the cit¥- are geiting 16 cents cash. 
Since the spring opened the price has 
not gone below 18 cents, and went that 
low for only a few days. While they 
Were that cheap merchants put a good 
many in cold storage, and they are now 
being withdrawn and sold at 17 cents, 
making a very handsome profit in a 
month or so. If, as one merchant 
thinks, 100 cases a day are being taken 
out of cold storage, that supply will 
very soon be exhausted. Last summer 
‘tthe local market was dependent for 
feveral months in the main on eastern 
eggs out of cold storage for its daily 


supply. This year may be the same. 
Local eggs- will ‘hardly be cheaper 
again. When the drought developed, a 
year ago, and grain went so _ high, 


there being no green feed in the coune- 
try, farmers, as a rule, would not buy 
feed for their poultry, but rushed the 
hens and small broilers to market so 
freely that prices were very low. There 
are not half so many hens in Southern 
California as there were a year ago. 
Hence the light supply of eggs. The 
Winter at the East was so hard and 
the spring is so late, poultry ts not do- 
ing well at all there. Advices reach- 
ing here are to the effect that it will 
cost much more than usual to lay eggs 
down here this summer. The usual cost 
has been 10 to 13 cents. It is thought 
that the low-down cost this year will 
run to 15 cents or even more. Should 
that be so, local fresh eggs will not be 
cheaper than they are now, and when 
the few in cold storage are gone the 
price will be higher. Poultry is affected 
as well as eggs by the cause assigned, 
There are few birds being sent in now. 
and prices range from $4 to $7.50 per 
dozen for good-sized broilers up to 
Jarge fat hens and young roosters. The- 
big meat men of Kansas City and Chi- 
cago have been doing a good deal to 
supply this market with poultry. Car- 
load after carload has heen sent in. 
The birds come dressed, head and feet 
on, not drawn, and sell at 10 cents per 
pound for the least desirable old stock 
un to 20 cents for choice fat yvoung 
birds.

FALL. DRESS GOODS. ~The great 
majority of. fall dress goods lines are 
open, and, what is more, are attract- 
ing good business—business which 
speaks well for the future, says the 
Wool and Cotton Reporter, and leads 
dress goods agents to view the situ- 
ation in-a very hopeful manner. There 
are still some important lines to be 
opened to the inspection of buyers, 
but these are few in comparison. with 
those upon which orders are being 
‘taken. It is a very pleasing sign that 
contact with buyers, far from -lessen- 
‘ing agents’ confidence in the strong 
(Position of the dress-goods lines, but 
serves to make their remarks and ac- 
‘tions more self-reliant. Early pur- 
chases have been of such a charac- 
ter and size as to add much to the 
buoyancy of the market; buyers are 
placing orders in a way that bodes 
well for a better business than has 
been done for some seasons, 

It is a pretty good sign that things 
are tending in the right direction when 
there is an absence of grumbling and 
troublesome foreboding, and unless 
something unforeseen “comes to the 
surface to disturb the equanimity of 
the trade, the next few ‘months is 
;calculated to bring about a more 
“healthy condition of affairs in the dress- 
goods business than has been seen in 
some time. While there are still some 
bphases to the situation which are not 
, Strictly in line with the roseate expres- 
-Siqns emanating from the majority of 
, the dress-goods agents, still there are 
80 many strong points to be consid- 
_¢red in the “sizing up” of the market 
‘that the weak points are entirely. over- 
balanced. 

Confidence is a very ‘necessary ad- 
junct to a successful business. and this 
requisite is very apparent, not only in 
the manufacturer and dress-goods 
agent, but also the jobber, the suit- 
maker and the retailer. 

No one is beguiled into the belief that 
a “rip-roaring” business is to be done 
at the outset of the season, nor are 
fancy prices to be realized: the job- 
ber and retailer will find that thev are 
getting excellent value for their money

A CONTRACTOR’S BOND. 


D. W. C. Sawyer Sued by the Ameri- 
can Surety Company. 

Frank P. Flint, as trustee for the 

American Surety Company of New 
York, has instituted an action against 
D. W. C. Sawyer to have a certain deed 
declared null and void, and to have it 
canceled. 
* It is alleged that in April, 1898, Saw- 
yer and Arthur entered into a contract 
with the executors of the Stimson es- 
tate as contractors for the erection of 
the Douglas building, at the corner of 
Third and Spring streets. In order to 
secure the material men in supplying 
material and labor to the coatractors, 
it is averied that Sawyer and Arthur, 
as principal, and the American Surety 
Company, executed a bond for $1600, 
and to secure the bond the contracting 
firm conveyed three lots at Monrovia to 
the plaintiff in trust and to hold until 
all claims were settled. 

It is averred that on January 4 of the 
present year R. A. Sawyer, whose 
father is the member of the firm of 
contractors, represented to the plaintiff 
that all claims outstanding had _ been 
settled, and thereupon the plaintiff 
deeded back to the defendant the Mon- 
rovia property. But it is contended 
now by the plaintiff that at the time 
when the representations were made 
that all claims had been satisfied, there 
were claims that were then and are 
now a liability against the American 
Surety Company to the amount of 
$223.21. It is averred that when .R. A. 
Sawyer made the statement to the 
plaintiff about the settlement having 
been made, he was acting as agent 
for the defendant, and made the repre- 
sentation with fraudylent jntent. 

It is now asked thaf the deed of re- 
eonveyance of the Monrovia lots be de- 
clared void, and ordered canceled. 


UNIVERSITY NOTES. 


Lecture on Mental Hygiene by Dr. 
Frank Gordon. 

Dr. Frank Gordon lectured in the 
college biological lecture-room yester- 
day morning on ‘Mental Hygiene.” 
This was the last of a series of five lec- 
tures given by Dr. Gordon, several of 
which have appeared in the Medical 
Journal. He said, in part: 

“The functions of the mind are to 
store knowledge, think, feel and will. 
The storing of knowledge was a com- 
paratively simple matter when man’s 
environment was but a few miles in 
extent, and education was limited to 
the three Rs. Now, however, steam and 
electricity have enlarged man’s sphere, 
and he must know each day all the 
happenings of importance on the globe. 
_“All people, pretending to be cul- 
tured, must have a knowledge of the 
rudiments of every science and ambi- 
tious institutions of learning must 


teach them. The student is only lim- 


ited, as to the number of studies, by 
his ambition, and if he burns the mid- 
night oil in the pursuit of knowledge 
the gallery cheers and cries. bravo! 
Finally, he is awarded a diploma and 
dropped. Where? Into a Utopia of sci- 
ence and art. Rather into a struggle 
more severe than the one he has left. 

“What does the student take with 
him into this struggle for a livelihood 
and preferment?. A brain, whose con- 
volutions are stored with a fund of 
technical knowledge, an impaired di- 
gestion, watery blood, flabby muscles 
and a serious and pessimistic dispo- 
sition. 

“The above is a picture of mental 
overwork in schools and is not drawh 
from imagination, but from observa- 
tion. God forbid that I should say one 
word against education,*but I speak for 
a system that develops not alone the 
memory and reason, but the entire 
mind and body. 

“In America every one is seeking 
admission to the ranks of the patri- 
cians. The qualifications are wealth. 
and culture. After an’ American has 
finished his ten hours’ grubbing for i™=/, 
elusive dollar, he must spend the re- 
maining time, well into the night, either 
in study or social enjoyment. tI is use- 
less to enjoin against this struggle for 
existence and position. It has always

The programme was muore varied than 
usual. The first paper was by R. B. Lane, 
who spoke upon ‘“‘Severe Pruning as a Sub- 
stitute for Water.’’ He held that severe win- 


new growth from taking the place of the old. 
The foliage of the tree is needed for protect- 
ing it from the heat of the sun. There may 
be some merit in severe summer pruning, as 
there will not be growth at once to take the 
water. 

C. L. Gould of Pomona then spoke upon some 


fof the problems of irrigation, advocating nar- 


row and deep irrigation furrows in order to 
encourage deep rooting of the trees. 

Prof. C. R. Paine gave an interesting ac- 
count of ‘‘Soil Origin,”’ stating first the nebu- 
lar hypothesis, and following with the geo- 
logieal history of the earth and the method of 
soil formation, physicially and chemically 
considered. 

The fourth paper was upon ‘‘Water Waste 
and Water Saving,’’ by Prof. S, M. Wood- 
bridge, who spoke of the check-furrow sys- 
tem as the easiest system of handling water 
in furrows. The best way, he says, it to 
place pipes underneath the soil for sub- 
irrigation, and with properly set pipes there 
is a saving in cultivation and a vast saving 
in the amount of water needed. Another 
method, costing less to install, is to carry 
pipes across the orange grove, and from spig- 
ots placed in the middle of the squares 
fo by each four trees, run water into 
slender holes dug about two and one-half 
feet deep. On sandy soil the water may be 
run at the rate of fifteen gallons an hour, 
and on clay five gallons, and it will soak to 
the bases of the trees ‘set eighteen to twenty 
feet apart. This is the last meeting the club 
will hold until October.

ACCIDENTALLY SHOT. 


FATAL TERMINATION OF & HUNT- 
ING TRIP YESTERDAY.

While Cleaning 
Receives a Full 
Charge of Shot in His Abdomen, 
Dying Twenty Minutes Later, 
Didn't Know It Was Londed., 


Sid ney A. Martin, 


Shotgun, 


An accident occurred at San Fernan- 
do about 11:30 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing whereby Sidney A. Martin of San 
Francisco received a fatal wound in 
the abdomen, dying about twenty min- 
utes later. Mr. Martin came down from 
San Francisco several days ago to visit 
friends in this city, and on last Satur- 
day, in company with Arthur Hezekian 
and Albert Lang, went up into the San 
Fernando Cafion on a hunting trip. 

Mr. Hezekiah ,arrived in this city 
yesterday with the remains of his 
friend, and he gave the following ac- 
count of the accident: 

“We left Los Angeles Saturday morn- 
ing for a hunting trip in the San Fer- 
nando Cafion, about eight miles from: 
San Fernando, near the tunnel. Our 
camp was about three-quarters of a 
mile this side of the tunnel, and we 
left there this morning about 8 o'clock 
and drove into San Fernando, on our 
way home. 

“We stopped in front of the postoffice 
about 11:30 o'clock with the wagon, and 
Lang and myself were sitting on the 
sidewalk. Martin, who did not know 
his gun was loaded, awas cleaning the 
firearm, which was lying in the bot- 
tom of the wagon. He was standing 
directly in front of the muzzle, and 
was cleaning around the trigger with 
a rag, when one barrel was discharged, 
the entire load entering his abdomen. 
He lived about twenty minutes and 
never spoke a word after the accident. 

“Dr. Allen and another doctor whose 
name I did not learn were immediately 


summoned, but they said that nothing 


could be done. The train came along in 
three or four minutes, and we put Mar- 
tin on board and started for this city, 


‘bat he died soon after starting. Dr. 


Allen accompanied us as far as Bur- 
bank, and then returned to San Fer- 
nando, saying he would send on a cer- 
tificate of death. 

“Martin was about 30 years old and 
was born in Virginia. His father and 
mother now live in Carrollton, Mo. He 
Was married in this city about three 
years ago. He was employed by the 
Standard Oil Company in this city for 
eleven years prior to six months ago, 
when he moved to San _ Francisco, 
where his wife’s parents. reside, his 
home being at No. 1256 Eddy street:
